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This is in response to the Office Action mailed on September 28, 2005, Applicant was 
required to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution, through the Office Action identified the species 
as: "(A)FIG. 2, (B) FIG. 4, (C) FIG. 5, (D) FIG. 6, and (E) FIG. 9." 

Applicant provisionally elects species (E), with traverse. 

The Office Action indicated that claim 1 was considered generic. In fact, all of the claims 
1 -3 1 are generic to all five of the species identified in the Office Action. The present invention is directed 
to reducing side writing in a transducing head, such as a perpendicular read/write head, by forming at least 
a portion of the element that produces side writing from a material that has a magnetic property that reduces 
side writing. As described in the Specification, a first embodiment of the invention uses a low moment 
magnetic material. A second embodiment uses a high coercivity, high permeability magnetic material. 

Throughout the Specification, the present invention, (and in particular these two 
embodiments) is stated as being applicable to any perpendicular writer. For example, page 8, lines 1 6-20, 
the applications states: 
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'The concepts of the present invention may be applied in any 
perpendicular writer having a main pole and a return pole, as exemplified 
herein in detail, without any suggestion of limiting or restricting of the 
application of the present invention to the particular types of perpendicular 
writers illustrated in the examples." 



The first embodiment is discussed at page 1 6, line 28 through page 2 1 , line 5 in conjunction 
with FIGS. 2, 4, 5, and 6 (FIG. 9 having not yet been described in the Specification). 

The second embodiment is described beginning at page21, line 6 through page 24, line3. 
At page 22, line 27 through page 23, line 1 the Specification states: 



"FIG. 2 is used to aid the reader in understanding the second embodiment 
of the present invention, but the high He, high permeability material can be 
used with any transducing head configurations, including the configuration 
shown in FIGS. 4, 5, 6, and 9." 

Beginning at line 4 of page 24, the perpendicular writer shown in FIG. 9 is discussed at 



"To address these concerns, an alternative perpendicular writer that can 
incorporate the present invention is discussed with reference to FIG. 9." 

With respect to the subject matter that is actually claimed in independent claims 1-31, the 



species identified in the Office Action of September 28, 2005 are not patentably distinct. Each of the five 
species is disclosed as incorporating the subject matter of the claims. None of the claims are written so 
as to include any specific construction details of any one of the five identified species. 



lines 14 and 15 of page 24, the Specification states: 



The restriction requirement should be withdrawn.
